ON THE OTHER HAND, SHOWS EVERY EVIDENCE OF BEING AN INTELLIGENT, 
KNOWLEDGEABLE AND DYNAMIC PERSONALITY WHOSE CANDIDACY WOULD MERIT 
OUR SERIOUS CONSIDERATION. HEAD OF THE UNIVERSITY OF CHILE'S 

SCHOOL OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, HE WILL BE KNOWN TO MEMBERS OF OUR 
LOS DELEGATION SINCE HE SERVES AS A CHILEAN ADVISER. ONLY 34, 

HE HAS A SOLID REPUTATION HERE AS A SCHOLAR IN INTERNATIONAL LAW. 
ALTHOUGH OBVIOUSLY HE COOPERATES WITH THE INCUMBENT REGIME 
(UNLIKE HIS YOUNGER BROTHER CLAUDIO, AND OUTSPOKEN CRISTIAN 
DEMOCRAT), FRANCISCO CAN BE REFRESHINGLY CANDID IN HIS ASSESSMENTS
